Biden to meet 
Japan leaders amid 
China tensions 


TOKYO (AFP) - US Vice 
President Joe Biden will meet 
Japanese leaders Tuesday, 
with Tokyo hoping for some 
fulsome backing in its vi¬ 
cious temtonal spat with 
China 

Biden arrived in Tokyo 
late Monday on the first leg 
of an Asian tour that will also 
take lum to Beijing and to 
Seoul. 

It comes as tensions in the 
region are at tlieir highest far 
years, with China and Japan 
squaring off over a chain of 
umnhabiled islands in the 
East China Sea 

■In Tokyo, the Vice Presi¬ 
dent will reaffirm tlie endur¬ 
ing sti'ength of the US-Jap an 
alliance as a cornerstone of 
peace and stability in tlie re- 
^on,'" the White House said 
in a statement. 

Last month Beijing de¬ 
clared an Air Defence Ldeiili- 
fication Zone, orADIZ, over 
file East China Sea, mdudiiig 
the disputed chain, in which 
it warned all aircraft had to 
obey Chinese orders or face 
unspeafied "defensive emer¬ 
gency measures". 

Tlie US, Japan and South 
Korea, angry at the declara¬ 
tion, have all sent military ar 
paramilitary aircraft into the 
zone since. 

In Washington, senior ad¬ 
ministration officials said 
Biden, who is expected to 


meet Chinese President Xi 
Jinping in Beijing later tins 
week, plans to convey Wash¬ 
ington's “concerns" to China 
and seek clarity regarding its 
intentions with file move. 

Japanese Prime Minister 
Shinzo Abe will be looking 
for Biden to bolster his posi¬ 
tion fiiat China IS being unrea¬ 
sonable and aggressive, said 
Takeluko Yamamoto, profes¬ 
sor of international politics at 
Waseda University m Tokyo. 

■But at the same time, 
Wasliington does not want to 
take file risk of damaging its 
bilateral ties with Cluna," he 
said. 

Analysts point out that 
Tokyo and Washington appear 
at odds over instruclions to 
fiieir airline flying over the

NYC crash train nearly three times over 
speed limit: probe 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Tlie 
New York commuter train 
which derailed at tlie week¬ 
end leaving four people dead 
was traveling at nearly three 
times the recommended 
speed limit when it hurtled 
off the tracks, federal investi¬ 
gators said Monday. 

National Transportation 
Safety Board member Earl 
Weener said the train in¬ 
volved in Sunday's acadent 
in the Bronx had clocked 32 
miles (131 kilometers) per 
hour as It entered a curve 
where tlie limit was 3D miles 
(43 kilDmeters) per hour, 

"Preliminary information, 
from the event recorders, 
shows that the train was trav¬ 
eling at approximately 32 
miles per hour as it went into 
a 3D mile an hour curve," 
Weener said. 

Investigators also found 
that shortly before the crash 
the tram's throttle had gone to 


idle and there had been a sud¬ 
den loss 111 brake pressure. 

"Our investigators will be 
carefully reviewing all tlie 
data to detemiine the func- 
tioiimg of the brakes tlirougli- 
out the Inp and to detemiine 
why tlie tlirottle went to zero, 
brake pressure went to zero," 
Weener said. 

"At this point, we are not 
aware of any problems or 
anomalies v/iththe brakes." 

The train, carr^niig be¬ 
tween 100 and 150 people, 
crashed at around 7’2D am 
(122D GMT) Sunday as it 
headed south to Grand Cen¬ 
tral Station 111 Manhattan 

The train's seven cars de¬ 
railed just before it reached 
Spuyten Duyvil station and 
flew across a grassy bank 
separating the railroad from 
the Hudson and Harlem 
rivers, winch meet at that 
point. 


Tlie front car came to rest 
only a few feet from the 
water and two cai's toppled 
on their side 

Weener said investigators 
had begun questioning the 
driver and would continue to 
do so over the coming days. 

New York Governor An¬ 
drew Cuomo said earlier 
Monday the cause of the 
crasli, \^cli also left 67peo¬ 
ple injured, was most likely 
"speed-related," noting that 
the stretch of track involved 
in the accident was "tricky" 
but not especially hazardous. 

"This was a tricky turn on 
the system, but it's a turn 
that's been here for decades 
and trains negotiate all day 
long," he told NBC. 

"I tlunk it's going to turn 
out to be about the speed 
more tlian anything, and the 
operator's operation of the 
train at Uiat time ■

Qatar sacks Dutch 
head of media 
freedom centre 


DOHA (AFP) - Hie Doha 
Centre for Media Freedom 
said on Monday that it has 
sacked its Dutch director gen¬ 
eral, Jan Keulen, without giv¬ 
ing a reason for his departure. 

Keulen took up the p ost in 
2D11, two years after his 
predecessor F^obert Menard 
resigned and complained that 
tlie organisation was "stifled" 
by authonties and lacked in- 
dep endence. 

■Doha Centre for Media 
Freedom has announced the 
departure of its general direc¬ 
tor, Jan Keulen, who was re¬ 
lieved of his duties on 
November 26," it said. 

Tlie statement said a re¬ 
placement was being souglit 
for Keulen, but did not pro¬ 
vide any more details about 
the decision, which staff had 
been infonned of on Sunday. 

Keulen himself said he 
was unsure as to why he had 
been fired, as he confirmed 
his departure in a message 
posted on Facebook. 

■I'm leaving Doha Centre 
for Media Freedom... Of 
course, tliere remain a lot of 
unanswered questions why I 


was sacked this way, but I'm 
sure well know more in the 
coming weeks and montlis," 
he wrote.

Witli a population of only 
3?2,OOD and one of the lowest 
cnnie rates in the world, police 
rarely draw ffieir weapons in 
the island natron. 

The incident was "witliout 
precedent" in Iceland's Insloiy; 
national police clnef Haraldnr 
Johannessen told a press con¬ 
ference in Reykj avik. 

The victim, a man in Jus late 
50s, fired a shotgun several 
limes in Ins apartment in the 
early hours of Monday morn¬ 
ing, forcing police to evacuate 
re SI dents o f fti e b odduig in e ast 
Reykjavik 

When they failed to make 
contact with Inm the police 
then fired gas canisters 
through his windows in an at¬ 
tempt to immohilise him 

"That did not work and tlie 
man started shooting out of tlie 
windows of the apaitment/ 
said R.eykjavik police chief 
Stefan Einkssou. 

A police swat team then en¬ 
tered the apartment. 

One officer was Int in the 
helmet and the other on a 
sin eld but neither were injured. 

When they returned fire the 
man was fatally injured and 
later died in hospital. 

"Tlie police regi'ets this inci¬ 
dent and wishes to extend its 
condolences to the man's fam¬ 
ily” said national police clnef 
Johamiessen 

An investigation has been 
opened to determine why the 
victim began shooting and 
whether he was under the in¬ 
fluence of drugs or alcohol.

Amazon unveils futuristic drone 
delivery plan 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Weint that Atnasaa order m just 
30 minutes? Company CEO 
Jeff Bezos says he hopes to 
soon deploy an armada of 
inim-drones able to drop small 
packages at your doorstep 

Hie US online retail giant's 
revolutionary project still 
needs extra safety testing and 
federal approval, but Bezos be¬ 
lieves that Amazon “Prime 
Ar" would be up andmnnmg 
within four to five yeai's. 

"These are effectively 
drones but there's no reason 
thattlrey can't be used as deliv- 
eiy vehicles," Bezos told CBS 
television's *d0 Minutes" pro¬ 
gram late Sunday 

A video posted on the com¬ 
pany's website shows a proto¬ 
type drone. TTie body of the 
device is about the size of a 
flat-screen monitor, and it is at¬ 
tached to eight small helicop¬ 
ter rotors and sits on four idl 
legs. 

Hre claws under the belly of 
the “octopeter" then latch onto 
a standard sized plastic bucket 
that rolls down a conveyer belt 
at Amazon's distnhntion cen¬ 
ter. Inside the bucket is the 


order. 

The drone lifts off and 
wliizzes mto tlie air like a g^ant 
mechanical insect to deliver 
the package just 30 minutes 
after clicking tlie "pay" button 
on Amazon.com. Tlien it 
buzzes back into the air and 
returns to base 

The mini-drones ai'e pow¬ 
ered by environmentally- 
friendly electric motors and 
can cover areas witlnn a 10- 
inile (1 d-kilometer) radius of 
fiilfillment centers, thus cover- 
mg a si^uficantpoilion of the 
population in urban ai'eas 
The drones operate au¬ 
tonomously and follow the 
GPS coordinates tlrey receive 
to drop the items off at target 
locations. 

He also daims they are safe, 
the prototype has redundant 
motors that will keep it m tlie 
air and prevent it fi'om crash- 
mg. 

Anazon said the octo- 
copters would be “"ready to 
enter commercial operations 
as soon as tlie necessary regu¬ 
lations are in place," noting 
that the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration was hard at work 


hammering out rules for the 
use of unmaimed aerial velii- 
cles. 

Anazon projected a more 
optimistic timeline tlian Bezos 
Inms el f for th e proj ect t o b e ac¬ 
tivated, saying tlie FAA's rules 
could be in place as eaiiy as 
2015, and tliat Amazon Prime 
Ar would be ready at that 
time. 

Bezos hinted that part of the 
motivation behind the mini- 
drones was to make sure Ama¬ 
zon remains on the cutting 
edge of tlie retail industiy. 

if the plan succeeds other re¬ 
tailers like Wal Mail, or even 
tlie local pizza store, could also 
start home deliveries via 
drone. 

FAA chief Michael Huerta 
earlier said lie expects some 
7,500 small unmanned airci'aft 
buzzing in tlie US skies m the 
next five years. 

Michael Toscano, head of 
tlie Association for Unmanned 
Velude Systems Intemational 
(AUVSI), predicted that a 
booming maiket for civilian 
drones will lead to the creation 
of 100,000 jobs over the next 
decade 


fi/acftBeriy dismisses demise talk, says 'very much alive' 

OTTAWA (AFP) - BlackBerry's 
new chief executive cast off 
persistent talk of the smart¬ 
phone maker's demise, vow¬ 
ing on Monday that the 
company would pick itself 
back up and was "here to 
stay." 

"Reports of our death are 
greatly exaggerated," John 
Chen, who was appointed in¬ 
terim chief executive last 
month, said in an open letter to customers. 

The Waterloo, Ontario-based company helped create a culture of mobile users glued 
to smartphones, but lost its luster as many moved to iPhones or devices using Google's 
Android software. BlackBerry still has some 70 milliofi subscribers worldwide, but 
most of these are using older handsets, with newer devices on the BlackBerry 10 pfat- 
form failing to gain traction. In S eptember, the company announced that it was laying 
off 4,S00 staff - or one third of its global workforce - after losing $9€5 million in its last 
quarter. TVi^o months later, it scrapped a search for a suitor and nixed a deal with its 
largest shareholder Fairfax Financial that would have taken the company private, spark¬ 
ing rampant speculation about its future.

Tlie authorities said the 
woman had had a mental 
breakdown and it acted m the 
best interests of the cluld, 
which IS now 15 months old, 
the paper said. 

TTie Italian motlier has now 
launched a legal battle for tlie 


cliild, which IS being pul up for 
adoption by tlie social services, 
it said. 

The woman had flown into 
Britain in 2 012 for a two-week 
Ryanair traimng course at 
Stansted airport nortli of Lon¬ 
don when she suffered a pamc 
attack, winch her family be¬ 
lieve was due to her failure to 
take medicine for a bipolai' 
condition, the newsp^er said. 

She has since lanni±ed legal 
action m Britain and Italy for 
tlie return of her daughter but 
has been told that tlie clnld will 
be placed for adoption.

NEW YORK (AFP) - NFL o f- 
hcials admitted Monday that 
referees blundei'ed in the final 
seconds of the New York Gi¬ 
ants' 24-17 victory Sunday 
over the Washington Redskins 
But there IS notlnng the R.ed- 
skins can do but wonder what 
mi gilt have happened after suf¬ 
fering dieir ninth loss m 12 
games. 

Robert Gnffin III completed 
a 4-yard pass on second down 
to th e Washingto n 4 5 -y ard lin e 
very near the line to gain for a 
first down. 

Referee Jeff Tnplette sig¬ 
naled third down as the Red¬ 
skins, hoping to march 
down field for a tying touch¬ 
down, worked without a hud¬ 
dle m a "hurry-up offense". 

But the head bnesman in- 
CQiTectly had the sideline 
yardage marker ixew move the 
chains forward as if Hie Red¬ 
skins had gained a new set of 
downs and tire markers reset to 
indicate first down 
nnnking Washington had a 
first down. Redskins coach 
Mike Shanahan called for a 
long pass to tight end Fred 
Davis drat he dropped. Pierre 
Gai'conhad the hall npped out 
of his hands on fourth down by 
Giants defender Will Hill and 
the Giants took the ball, 
clinching tire victory.

"This 
should have occuiTed regard¬ 
less of the fact that Waslnngton 
had no timeouts and it was in¬ 
side two minutes. "Only tlie 
referee can iiiie and signal a 
first down Hre official nearest 
to the down markers and chain 
crew, tire head linesman, must 


wait for tire first-down signal 
from the referee before mov¬ 
ing the chains."
